Cuban House of Representatives 
Recommends Investigation of the 


Contract.

HAVANA, Dec. 21.—{[By West Indian 
Cable.) By a vote of 40 to 8, and after 
a prolonged discussion, the House of 
Representatives finally adopted a res- 
olution to suspend the payment of dhe 
rentals of church pulldings occupied 
by the government, under the con- 
tract entered into in 1902 by Gen. 
Wood, the Governor-General, and 
Monsignor Sbaretti, formerly Bishop 
of Havana, recommending an investi- 
gation as to the propriety of the con- 
tract. Under this agreement between 
Gen. Wood and the church authorities 
the sum of $190,000 was to be paid an- 
nually for five ye as the rental of 
several ‘buildings in Havana occupied 
by the government, and elsewhere. 
During the discussion of the resolu- 
tion, the charge was made that the 
rentals were exorbitant. 

The resolution is considered by many 
to be a violation of the Platt amend- 
ment, and it is doubtful if it will meet 
with the approval of the Senate and 
President Palma.

Wil the unions develop the 
capacity to restrain themselves and 
place themselves in harmony with 
society? What is needed at this u- 
preme moment is a demonstration 
of this needed restraint. Warnings 
sounded from men in the ranks do 
more to allay apprehension than 
the retorts made to criticiam. Rad- 


‘fcals who prefer an upheaval, who be- 


lieve in progress through revolution, 
are delighted at the tendency of things, 
but those who believe in betterment 
through peaceful evolution tremble 
for the future.” 

After degrecating “union” abuses 
and indiscriminate boycotting, this 
labor-union editor further says: 

“it is idle to pooh-pooh the or- 
ganized Opposition to the labor move- 
ment. It is growing with startling 
rapidity ahl over the country. At in- 
dicates an aroused feeling or a re- 
Vulsion of sentimen® on the part of 
many toward the movement. Until 
recently the preponderating public de- 
“re was to strengthen the working 
class so that it could deal with the 
employer on more even terms. Now 
a dread has arisen that the unions 
cannot be trusted with power, that it 
will be exercised to the injury of 
themselves and society. We must 
concede, in the light of recent occur- 
rences, that there are some grounds 
for this belief. The value of unionism, 
on the whole, is recognized. It is 
commonly said that if the unions 
would confine themselves to an or- 
derly effort to improve conditions 
they would vastly benefit society. It 
is apprebension of the danger that 
comes from an irresponsible and un- 
guided power that has generated this 
opposition.” 

The correctness of this 
the main, is indisputable. Unionism 
is coming into disrepute, and ir 
creating organized opposition to its 
demands, because its demands are so 
often unjust, and its methods 80 
often unreasonable, unlawful and sub- 
Versive of the rights of others. 
Whether the note of warning above 
sounded will be heeded, remains to 
be seen. 

ORMAN’S POLICY CONDEMNED. 

Not enough time has elapsed 
since Arthur Pue Gorman first 4n- 
nounced his policy of obstruction to 
the Panama Canal to ascertain” just 
how that policy will be received by 
the Dem party throughout the 
country. But tae returns are begin- 
ning to come in, and they are not ail, 
by any means, favorable to Mr. Gor- 
man and his dog-in-the-manger policy. 
It is more than doubtful whether Mr. 
Gorman will have a sufficient follow- 
ing in this policy to give it any decent 
standing as à political fesue. It is to 
be hoped, moreover, that the Panama 
question will have disappeared from 
the domain of issues long before the 
next Presidential campaign is in 
progress. The votes of half a dozen 
Democratic Senators for the treaty 
would serve to remove it entirely 
from we domain of politics, into 
which Mr. Gorman bas seen fit to 
drag it, to subserve what he mistak- 
enly imagines will de his own po- 
litical advantage.

“Our marines were 
landed to do our duty in that one re- 
spect only. Colon, the canal strip, 
and Panama belonged in our juris- 
diction for the purposes of peace and 
order; and to exercise that right to 
preserve them was the only office per- 
formed by our forces on and near the 
isthmus.” 

There is no gainsaying this posi- 
tion. We were bound by the treaty 
of 1846 to preserve freedom of transit 
across the isthmus. Dosens of times, 
in the past, we have landed troops on 
the isthmus in pursuance of our 
treaty obligations. Our government 
was fully aware, it is true, that a 
revolution would probably follow the 
refusal of the Colombian Congress to 
ratify the Hay-Herran treaty; but 
the idea that/th@ administration or 
any person connected with it, in any 
way contributed to the bringing 
about of the revolution, is an idea ‘oo 
preposterous for even a moment's con- 
sideration. Mr. Hoar, by casting in 
nuendoes of this sort upon the Pres- 
ident, robbed his case of whatever 
standing !t might otherwise have had. 

“Southern Senators,” Mr. 
Howell, cannot escape the certain 
conviction that a vote from any one 
of them adverse to the treaty will be 
a vote against the urgent interests 
and demands of the progressive, pro-

FINDING OF THE BULLET. 


When they went to probe this bullet 
hole to get out the evidence that would 
decide the question once for all, no 
bullet was to be found. A knife thrust 
into the bullet hole went clear through 


the board. 

It was at first supposed that the 
bullet had been taken away by some 
morbid curiosity seeker, as was the 
Cowan bullet from the other door post.

This thrilling yarn of the alleged eye- 
witnesses is based on the assumption 
that a bullet entering a door-jJam was 
fired from Murphy's revolver. The Dui- 
let was dug out yesterday. It proved 
to have been fired from the revoiver of 
the dead young man. it is not the 
kind of builet that Murphy's gun.

MURPHY'S ONLY SHOT. 

Murphy shot young Cholsser as he 
was about opposite him in the hall 
after he had fired, and turned the cor- 
ner. As he came around the torner 
the young fellow in his flight alt- 
turned toward Murphy to shoot again. 
Then Murphy shot once. That was the 
only shot that he fired. Cowan as the 


Cholsser son staggered and threw up 


his hands plunging headlong along the 
hallway and along the outer wall shot 
three times in rapid succession. The 
first shot missed and went in the door 
post. The other two were found 
in the man's body. 


further on through the hall as he lay 
dead. 


The shooting of Choisser by Cowan 
is dificult to describe. As it has been 
represented it would sound as though 
he had fired into the body of a man in 
the throes of death. 

The officers graphically Ulustrated the 
error of this idea yesterday. After 
Murphy shot, Choisser plunged for- 
ward like the maddened rush of a 
wounded bull, his hands raised not in 
appeal, but the death charge of an en- 
raged creature. They showed how his 
body went out against the wall, when 
Murphy shot, like the plunge of a 
bucking horse, then on down the hall. 

SUMMED UP. 

Summing up the results of the ex- 
amination then, the old man was fight- 
ing for his gun to kill Hawley when 
Cowan shot, and was not in the closet 
as has been claimed. The young man 
shot first through the door and at Haw- 
ley before the officers fired a shot. 
Murphy did not sheot him in the back. 
Murphy did not shoot except in defense 
of his own life when the young fellow 
had shot at him.

GIRLS ENTER 
HOPE'S DOOR. 

Inmates Recruited from the Dork 
ened Crib District.

Managers Expect: Their Quarters Wi 
be Taxed to Limit:

He-Devils Combining to Prevent the 


Rescue of Their Slaves. 


Until far into the night, Sunday, Ma- 
tron Taylor, of the Door of 
Hope, who was out working with dis- 
tressed creatures who were in the dire 
straits of physical misery and mental 
distress, but who were not yet quite 
ready to take a step toward reforma- 
tion and accept the opportunities of- 
fered by the Door of zope for becom- 
ing once more persons of conscious 
rectitude. 

Yesterday three women, one of them 
scarcely more than ‘a young sign!- 
fied their desire of accepting — 
ot the Door ot Hope. In all, twenty- 
three women have crossed its threshold 
as inmates, and have reason to bless 
the philanthropy that made possible 


all these places. 

“The work accomplished through the. 
Door of Hope since it was opened has 
shown that these girls can be reached 
and benefited. Of those who have gone 
out from the home, so far as we 
every one is living an honorable, 
right life, and they are all filling 
positions. There is a chance for these 
poor giris, after all, if they will reso- 
lutely take the step and come out from 
their sing and degradation.” 

The scattering of the three hundred 
scarlet women of the Alameda street 
district, so far, has made but little ap- 
parent trouble in other parts of 
city. It is sald that many of the giris 
and their lovers have gone to San José, 
Stockton and San Francisco; and some 
have scattered out to the smaller towns 
of Southern California. The proposed 
colony at or near San Pedro has not 
lized, and the officials of that 
town say that such an attempt will be 
vigorously fought.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

STREET DEPARTMENT RECORD. 

Street Superintendent Werdin pre- 
sented his nual report to the Coun- 
cll yesterday. It contains much statis- 
tical information of value, although 
much shorter than the reports of other 
departments. 

For the year ending November 30, 
the expenses of the department were 
$758,945.54 and the reeripts $17,805.60. 
The receipts were in the form of per- 
mit fees, engineers fees and house 
movers fees. 

There were 13,100 permits issued dur- 
ing the year of which 9600 were for ex- 
cavations, 2175 for sewer connections 
and the balance for miscellaneous pur- 


poses. 

Street improvements for the year 
amounted in value to $414,487.33, of 
which streets improved under the bond 
act accounted for $266,788.66; streets im- 
proved under the cash act, $26,090.88; 
and sewers, $65,762.65. ; 

There were 162 assessment warrants 
issued. Over eighteen miles of street 
was graveled and over eleven miles of 
sewer laid during the year. 

Citizens were made glad with 923 
cross walks. 

The city now has 268 miles of grav- 
eled street. 

Cement sidewalk was constructed for 
a distance of sixty-two miles under the 
general street law and 25 permits to 
— sidewalk by private contract were

PERSONALLY CONDUCTED TRAINS 
NOT TO BE DROPPED OUT.
